He was considerably removed 
from a prospective throne. His father was a nephew of the 
emperor, but Franz Josef had a son who of course stood first. 
He was either murdered or committed suicide as the result 
of a clandestine love affair. This brought the late Franz Ferdi- 
nand, a nephew of the emperor, in line for the succession It 
was his tragic death in 1914 that started the war in Europe 
Before this the father of Charles, next in line, had died and 
Charles found himself suddenly thrust to the front as the heir 
of the aged Franz Josef. In the midst of the war the latter 
died and the young man took on his shoulders a burden too 
heavy for him. He saw his empire crumble before the attacks 
of its enemies and himself and family sent into exile. Twice 
he attempted to regain a fragment of his former mighty realm, 
but on both occasions his attempts ended in miserable failure 
and instead of becoming a modern Napoleon return from 
Melba he was thrust aside with none so poor as to do him 
reverence. In his case the path of glory did indeed lead to 
the grave.

Ing to Charles E. Mitchell, president 
of the National City Bank of New 
York. Furthermore, they purpose 
to make a good thorough job of the 
slaughter by the enactment of the 
Fordney tariff bill. 


In other words, he means that we 


are In a fair way to lose two of onr 
best International customers—Can- 
ada and Cuba—by the erection of 
unreasonable tariff barriers against 
the Importation of their goods. At 
the same time, he declares, we are 
working serious harm to the eco- 
nomic structure of these two neigh- 
boring nations which have for many 
years been depending on the United 
States as their chief market 


"Canada has long since been onr 


l>est customer, last year taking onr 
exports in the amount of about a 
billion dollars—products which we 
nre well fitted to produce and must 
find a market for," he says. "Can- 
ada, on the other hand, has shipped 
us principally grain, Umber and pa- 
per products to'an amount of about 
seven hundred million dollars, leav- 
.Ing a balance In onr favor of'abont 
three hundred million dollars last 
year. Her timber and paper prod- 
ucts hare filled a vacuum in our 
supply, enabling nsjp conserve tk« 
Melted timber tracts of our own 


country. 
Her grains haye come 


te us for milling, the delivery 
from the mills constituting, as I 
choose to view It, a part of* BUT 
exports to England and to Enrope, 
while furnishing additional traffic 
to ocr railroads. 


"We have taken steps* during the 


year to kill that most desirable 
trade by placing a tariff of thirty- 
five cents per bushel, for Instance, 
upon Canadian wheat. By so doing 
we are antagonizing these neigh- 
bors of the N«rth to the point 
where they «re sertensly discnss- 
Ing a retaliatory tariff that donbt-

The unknowing 
would resent the Implication that 
we are not honest In our relations 
With this srte.ll neighbor and even 
the coldest-blooded of us, working

could be tinged with anything but 
honesty. But what are the facts? 


"We long ago arranged by virtue 


of a tariff agreement, that Cuba 
givelo the products of the United 
States an Import differential that 
practically precludes 
competition 


on the, island with goods coming 
from other countries. Having ac- 
complished this, we turn about and 
' 
an Import tariff here of ja.90 


per hundred pounds upon that 
greatest of products that Cuba ex- 
ports—sugar—ana this for the pur- 
pose of protecting the Eastern best 
sugar Industry, not an infant indps- 
try, for It is of an age of many 
decades, but an industry that in Its 
development east of the Mississippi 
has shown itself as so uneconomic 
that It cannot possibly live in any- 
thing approaching a free market. 


"Congress dare not go before the 


public of the United States with an 
offer of a bounty to the corn 
grower, and much' less to the beet 
sugar grower, but by virtue of our 
ability through our greater might 
and the position in which we find 
ourselves, It has shown itself to be 
willing to put upon the rack onr 
little brother Cuba, to the end that 
to the cost of producing sugar In 
Cuba-may be added a burden equiv- 
alent to and'probably in excesu of 
that cost In order that an uneco- 
nomic 
Industry 
of 
the United 


States may continue to grow. The 
consumer of sugar Is thus called 
upon to pay not only over one and 
one-half cent extra for every pound 
of Cuban sugar he buys; but the 
same on every pound of beet sugar 
as well. The American consumer Is 
obvloosly not the beneficiary. 


"vrbat Is more, at the very mo- 


ment that we arc here discussing 
this-jnatter, the powerful beet sugar 
lobby at Washington, with which 
the so-called agricultural bloc is 
said to be in sympathy. Is threaten- 
ing that unless the Cuban Congress 
will agree to pass measures curtail- 
ing the production of Cuban sugars 
for the coming year it will Insist 
in the h.ills of our Congress In 
Washington upon an Increase of 
the tariff against Cuban sugars 
from $1.00 to $2.00 per hundred 
pounds. 


"We who pride ourselves npon 


justice, are crucifying the little 
Island of Cuba because It Is within 
our power so to do. I do not think 
It adds or detracts from the argu- 
ment that probably seventy per cent 
of the sugar producing properties In 
Cuba are American owned; the ef- 
fects upon the Cuban Government 
and upon the Cuban people are the 
same regardless of this fact We are 
placing Cuba where, H seems to 
me, she mu^t in the ultimate, plead 
either for annexation, which would 
take away the burden of her Ameri- 
can trade taxes, or for a complete 
national freedom, which would en- 
able her to take foreign Imports on 
the same basis that she would take 
American imports, in which case 
there 
Is 
every 
Indication 
that 


through reciprocal trade relations 
established with England and Eu- 
rope she would be able to export 
to their markets probably close to 
a third of her annual sugar crop. 


"If further pressed by those who 


would find bounties for their In- 
dustries through the medium of the 
American tariff, I am convinced 
there is no alternative In Cuba but 
revolt against destruction of her 
commerce that is likely to end In 
armed Intervention, the effect of 
which, from the standpoint of the 
American government, I think, la 
something none of us would care to 
ook forward to. 


'Our exports of manufactured 


products to Cuba amount to np- 
)roximately four hundred million 
dollars per annum. Shall we, then, 
hrough the operation of the tariff 
n a manner that is unfair, dishon- 
est and absolutely Immoral, permit 
a condition that will cut off that 
great market for the American 
manufacturer?" 


This question of a fajr and equl- 
able handling of the tariff Mr.
